*Introduction decisions:  The group would like the list of group members emailed to them and the emails 
sent out to include everyone’s email address. 
 
The group brainstormed priorities. 
 
*Decisions: 
1. We need a presentation from Public Health on what is currently going on with chronic care 
activities, especially the Wagner model activities.  (RoAnne will invite Carol Callahan or her 
representative.) 
2. We need more information on a “public health model” for caregiver support.  (Sara Duris 
volunteered to search for information within dementia.) 
 
Discussion on Public Health model – system thinking on caregiver support 

� Show data that caregiver support is a public health issue. 
� Develop strategies to address. 

 
Discussion on the role of respite in caregiver support. 
 
Caregiving is a role that requires some acquisition of skills.  Rhonda Montgomery has a tool to assess 
caregiver needs, stress and burnout potential.   
What are our goals for Caregiver support model?  OSA has a nursing facility diversion grant which may 
include caregiver support and identifying issues.  It is trying to delay placement and will need to quantify 
outcomes.  Caregivers generally have to self-identify as caregivers and needs. 
 
Nora Barkey discussed the web-based system for the Long-Term Care Connections was discussed.  It had 
been emailed out to the group.  The address is:   

Some like the scrolled news, but some 
question the visual accessibility of that.  The OLTCSS is looking for 1-2 sentences to describe info. and 
links.  **Ellen Weaver agreed to help get content for the disability resources.  **SuAnne McBrien agreed 
to help get content for the chronic care resources.  Jane Church is the contact for the web resource 
development.
